The Otherworld 

Ayakashi is an archaic term for yokai. 

Kami are Shinto deities or spirits. The word can be used for a range 
of creatures, from nature spirits to strong and dangerous gods. 

Onibi-warashi are like will-o’-the-wisps. 

Shikigami are spirits that are summoned and employed by onmyoji 
(Yin-Yang sorcerers). 

Shimhi are birds, beasts, insects or fish that have a special 
relationship with a kami. 

Tengu are a type of yokai. They are sometimes associated with excess 
pride. 

Tochigami (or jinushigami ) are deities of a specific area of land. 


Honorifics 

-chan is a diminutive most often used with babies, children or 
teenage girls. 

-dimo roughly means “my lord,” although not in the aristocratic 
sense. 


-san is a standard honorific similar to Mr., Mrs., Miss, or Ms. 
-sama is used with people of much higher rank. 


Notes 


Page 14, panel 4: Kagamimochi 

Rice cakes piled one on top of another in order of size. 
Kagamimochi literally means “mirror rice cake” and are used as 
a New Year’s offering for the toshigami, then cut and eaten on 
January 11. 

Page 17, panel 3: Torii 

Torii is a Shinto archway or gate. 

Page 26, panel 2: Bread crusts 

Japanese bakeries often sell bags of crusts cut from bread loaves 
for a small price. 

Page 26, panel 5: Pachinko 

Pachinko is a gambling game often described as a cross between 
pinball and slot machines. Players earn winnings in the form of 
pachinko balls, which can be traded in for prizes. Winnings can 
also be surreptitiously exchanged for cash. 

Page 39, panel 2: Sasamochi 

Mochi (sticky rice cakes) wrapped in sasa (bamboo leaves). 

Page 77, panel 3: Seahorse 

Seahorses are called tatsunoko in Japanese, which literally means 
“dragon child.” 

Page 78, panel 3: Beast of the Zodiac 

The Japanese zodiac is very similar to the Chinese one, except the 
pig is a boar. 

Page 87, panel 3: Ryu-bo 

Ryu literally means “dragon,” and -bo is an honorific for boys. 


Page 144, panel 2: Zori 

Japanese sandals, worn with kimonos. 

Page 164, panel 2: Zouni soup 

A soup with rice cakes, veggies, and other ingredients eaten at New 
Year’s. 

Page 182, panel 3: Otoshidama 

Otoshidama are gifts of money given to children by adults on New 
Year’s Day in little envelopes of Japanese paper. 

Page 186, panel 3: Haori, furisode 

A haori is a lightweight silk jacket that is worn over a kimono. It is 
traditionally a part of a man’s formal outfit. A fiirisode is a kind of 
kimono for young, unmarried women characterized by long sleeves. 

Page 190, panel 2: New Year’s Eve bells 

One hundred eight bells rung by Buddhist temples at New Year’s. 
The number is commonly described as the number of earthly 
desires humans possess.
